REMARKS 

Applicants appreciate the Examiner's hard work and diligent efforts which resulted in the 
Notice of Allowance. 

Applicants have amended claim 14 to alleviate an error introduced in the supplemental 
amendment filed 27 May 201 1 . Specifically, the monovalent group R L was erroneously indicated 
as having a "number-average" molar mass when simply --molar mass- is correct. Therefore, 
claim 14 has been amended to correctly indicate that ~R L is a monovalent group with a molar 
mass . . Applicants respectfully submit that this amendment doesnot add any statutory new 
matter or raise any new issues for consideration. Thus, entry of the amendment is respectfully 
requested. 

Substitute Specification 

Applicants also note that the record in PAIR incorrectly indicates that the amendment to 
the specification filed on 27 May 201 1 has not been entered. However, the Examiner indicated 
on the top of the page of the amendment to the specification that it is "OK TO ENTER
